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REPORT OF PLANNING BOARD 


With the adoption of site-plan review, flood hazard 
area regulations and the preparation of a road standard 
ordinance and a revised format for the zoning ordinance, 
the Planning Board has about completed its short range 
program of basic town standards. A Master Plan for the 
town will have to await the completion of the soil testing 
and classification program which will be performed by 
the Soil Conservation Service. -It is hoped that the 
Board can prepare and distribute a questionnaire asking 
public thoughts and comments on the future of Surry, so 
that a compilation of ideas can be available at the time 
the soil testing program is completed. 


As a new long range goal, the Board would like to 
see codes developed for the identification, measurement 
and control of the four main pollution sources that have 
caused zoning to be so widespread...sight, smell, sound 
and safety poldution...in nearly all cases jof Compal. 
against something, it is because one of these four ele- 
ments has been abused:»or ignored. To a large degree, 
safety standards have been prepared for the most commen 
and the most dangerous safety hazards; and sound pollution 
has been identified, measured and classified. However, 
at this stage .in. the history of sound control, no aguee= 
ment has been reached as to the levels of acceptable 
noise. Also to date, nothing has been accomplished in 
the fields of sight and smell pollution identification 
or measurement. If and when these’four elements Can be 
classified and minimun/maximum standards established that 
are acceptable to a majority of people, zoning restrict-— 
ions as we know them today will be largely unnecessary. 
Zoning has been the only available method for abating 
pollution but has done so by réstriction or prohibition 
rather than regulating the pollution by acceptable stand- 
ards and levels.

ANNUAL REPORT 
GILSUM MARLOW NELSON STODDARD SULLIVAN SURRY 


The North Cheshire County Home Health Service is a 
health oriented agency which provides the six member 
towns with the services of a Registered Nurse on a visit-— 
ing, part-time basis for twenty hours a week. [Phe@heagen 
services that are offered include skilled nursing care of 
the sick at home, and health guidance, which encompasses 
such areas asnutrition, health planning and assessment, 
disease prevention, information about healthful living 
and referral to other community resources. 


A Registered Physical Therapist and a male Licensed 
Practical Nurse are also available on a contract arrange- 
ment, by appointment. We have recently started utilizing 
the services of a Homemaker/Home Health Aide, who has 
been furnished through the Keene Visiting Nurse Agency. 
This valuable resource offers assistance in homemaking 
and care of the sick at home on a more comprehensive 
basis than we have before been able to offer. 


Our Child ‘Health Conference, which provides free 
well-child care and immunizations to low-income families, 
has been maintained. The conferences are held at the 
Keene) Clinie; ttm Dr. Gilbert Fuld! s) offices on {aetna 
schedule. This project is funded in part under agreement 
with the State of New Hampshire Division of Public Health, 
Bureau of Maternal and Child Health. We are hoping to 
be able touse our Child Health Conference to make supple- 
mental foods available to its! participants) through 
new Federal program. This currently only in the invest- 
igational stages. 


This year we have implemented a Dental Care Program 
for pre-school children. There are presently 24 children 
enrolled, and we hope to continue with the program every 
sixemon tliss 


The Agency is certified to participate in the Medi- 
care Program and receive payment for these patients elig- 
ible under Medicare. The fee per visit for nursing care 
is adjusted according to the patient's ability to pay. 
All health guidance and disease prevention visits are 
rendered free according to Agency policies. 


Several new ideas and projects have been given 
recent consideration; a pre-natal clinic for Cheshire 
County anda blood pressure clinic for our towns Jee 
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the joint efforts of the many people in our towns who 
have made these services and new ideas possible. Many 
have given their time to serveon the Board, on committees 
and in the membership drive. We are glad that all the 
towns have felt this service important enough to make 
Soper ations for its support.
